The Bill for the Seuthern California 
_ Judicial District Passes the Senata— 
Collector Hinds Confirmed.

Wasuineton, Aug. 3.—The Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs hcid a me- 
ing this morning, and considered the

SERIOUS TROUBLE INEVITABLE. 

San Franctsco, Aug. 3—A special 
to the Examinerfrom Washington says:

A peremptory 
demand hae been made for the release 
ot Cutting. and they say it is not at all 
likely to be complied with. If not 
complied with promptly, the United 
States can, with any dignity to itself, 
only do one thing, viz: En- 
force its demands, Secretary Bayard 
was reticont when asked in regard to 
the matter to-day.

miters, had been proved in the case of 
numerous well guarded buildings in 
London in the course of the past few 
years, and more especially in 
the case of the portion of 
the Parliament buildings which 
for years past has been constantly and 
thoroughly guarded and double 
guarded from the commencement of 
the dynamite plots. In the case of the 
Criminal Court building, the precan- 
tions against anything of this kind oc- 
curring are being daily multiplied. 
Care is being exercised to secure the 
jury in the case from being ap-

ing surreptitiously thrown to them. 
As they pass from the court-room, cross 
the street and enter the Revere House 
to take their meals, white-gloved police 
are stationed at intervals across the 
street, zealously guarding the slightest 
appearance of an approach to the jurors 
by outside partles.

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An Angeleno, Acquaintea with aL 
the Parties, Talks. 

A Truss reporter had 4 long and in- 
teresting talk last night with a gentleman 
who has lived for many years all along 
the Mexican border, and who is very well 
posted as to territorial affairs. He is 
well acquainted with all the parties and 
circumstances connected with the Cutting 
ontrage, which is now attracting such 
1 attention throughout the United 
States. He gave, in „the following 
information, which is interesting and not 
generally known: 

‘*Emigdio Medina is now about 42 years 
old, anda bad egg. The first I knew of 
him, he came from Mazatlan. He had 
been left an orphan at an early age, and 
was brought up by some 3 “agen 
whose name I don’t remember. 
to California about 15 years ago, and was 
in this city a short time. He was a mu- 
sician by trade, but sometimes wrote arti- 
cles for the papers. Ia 1879 he was in 
Tucson, as one of the editors of Las Dos 
Republicas. He made a bad reputgtion 
there, and wound up with « brutal as- 
sault with 3 upon his employer, 
Chas. Tally. nnocente Ochoa, a 
very wealthy Sin ng stores at both El 
Paso and Paso del Norte, engaged Medina 


to publish a per in Paso del 
Norte, called Progresis ta. Mo- 
dina edited this paper three or 


four years, until his bad conduct and con- 
sequent unpopularity forced Mr. to 
take the from his hands. 
was afterward revived 

aguerre, Ochoa’s son-in-law, came 
out from Tucson, being rechristened Ei 
Centinela, which name it still bears. A. 
K. Cutting later became associated with 
him in the paper. Cutting has been one 
of the editors and proprietors for probably 
five or six months. Daguerre bas been 
there about two yearsand a half. Me- 
dina, enraged at being deposed, and 
jealous of his successors, tried to start an 
opposition paper. He entered into ee 
tiationa with various people, and, it is 
charged, got their pecuniary su 
port by misrepresentation.

Daguerre was in the East, and 
during his absence Catting had control 
of the paper. Finding out Medine’s 
crookedness, he exposed it. y had a 
quarrel, Medina got the Mexican FP. 
ities to stand in with him —and you know 
the rest, Outting is a very good fellow, 
but no one likes Medina. He has an ex- 
ceedingly unsavory reputation. He has, 
in San Francisco, a nice wife and two 
or three children, whom he deserted eight 
or nine years ago. The Cutting affair is 
only one of a vast number of similar out- 
rages perpetrated by Mexicans on Ameri- 
can citizens. If all the outrages for the 
last twenty years could be written up, 
they would fill a book as big as a diction- 
ary. Oh, those fellows need nothing 80 
much as a thorough thrashing.”
